Kaiser's .Government Will Protect 


Large German Interests. 


Berlin, Ort. 2i1.—Developments 
Nicaragua are being carefully watech- 
ed in Germany, which has extensive 


commercial interests there, The Nica 
raguan consul general at Hamburg

The whole question of race track 
gambling has been brought prominent- 
ly forward for discussion recently, 
and a strenuous campaign against it 
will be in full swing before many 
moons have passed, Already petitions 
are being circulated amd the efforta 
of the different churches and moral 
reform councils will be actively en- 
listed in the endeavor to make the 
notorious gambling associated with 
the race track in Canada and = the 
United States unlawful in the Do- 
minion, The bookmakers, who have 
been driven out of the States of New 
York, Alabama, Louisiana, Texas, 
Missouri, Illinois, California and 
Washington, have come to Canada to 
pursue their profession, and against 
these the movement is directed. 

The Presbytery of Edmonton, which 
transacted a lot of business at ita 
meeting in the city this week, passed 
the following resolution, which will 
be addressed to the different members 
of the House of Commons in this dis- 
trict. 

Resolution on Gambling. 

“Inasmuch as the laws relating to 
professional bookmaking in conneec- 
tion with race track meets, and also 
relating to adultery and associated 
vices are manifestly defective, the 
Presbytery of Edmonton, of the Pres- 
byterian Chureh in Canada. desires 
respectfully to urge that your active 
sympathy and support should be 
given to the necessary amendments 
to the Criminal Code that may be pro- 
posed during the coming session of the 
Dominion Parliament.”

CALGARY’S THANKSGIVING MEET. 

Calgary horsemen secured a_ large 
number of horses by purchase at the 
recent meeting in Vancouver, and they 
are being shipped home this week to 
compete in a race meet to be held «n 
Thanksgiving Day. Among the horses 
now owned in Calgary are Third Chance, 


Fire, Domithilda, Melos, Tri'toba, Belle 
of Iroquois, Medora, Galene Gales, 
Josie S., Nellie Racine, Jolly Fellow, 


Kruka, High Gun and My 
while Import, DeGrammot, 
Jack Adams are returning. 

The holiday race meet promises °o 
he a big suecess, according to the Cal- 
gary papers, much interest being shown 
in the various events on the program. 
There will be three good running races 
for $200 purses, and a great Thanksgiv- 
ing Day handicap for harness horses. It 
will no doubt be the tirst opportunity of 
nearly the entire population of the city 
to see a harness handicap race, Bran- 
don is the only cicy in Western Canada 
which ever gave one before, and = so 
great was the success there that there 
is to doubt many wili be put on by the 
fair associations next year as special at- 
tractions. In this handicap each horse 
is placed at different positions on the 
track, according to his known speed, and 
for each second of speed the faster horse 
is placed behind thereby five feet, The 
horses are all started from a standing 
start, so all trouble and loss of time by 
false scores are cut out. It is also in- 
tended to face every horse the «wrong 
way of the track, so that they will have 
toturn and go, and this fact alone will 
cut out any chance of a driver trying 
fo edge np and get an advantage at the 
start, for if he is on the move he is go- 
ing away from his starting point in- 
stead of gaining. The distance is to be 
for a haf-mile for the slowest horse, and 
proportionately father for each of the 
taster. .The finish ought to be very 
exciting, for with 12 to 15 horses finish- 
ing a'! in a bunch it will be a new 
sight in harness racing. If properly 
handicapped, probably 25 fet will cover 
the entive lot at the finish. The harness 
horses already entered for the handicap 
are Boundary Boy, Lady Lightfoot, 
Watch Charm, Kootnei, King David, 
Babe, Rex, Sunny Jim, Billy Parroa, Dr.
